St. Paul, Minn., April 2.—Passengers 


arriving today on a Great Northern 
train due last 
Friday, toll 
of being 


snowbound four days and five nights 
on the prairies of North Dakota in the 
midst of the worst blizzard the north- 
west has seen in many years with only 
food enough for two frugal meals a 
day, and with such an amount ot fuel 
that the ladies had to v, rap themselves 
in blankets to keep from 
freezing. 


The men had also to wear their over- 
coats day and night. The train was 
completely lost to the world. 


Late Thursday, after it left Williston 


in the hope of reaching Minot, some 
lourteen miles to the cast, before night. 
Almost midway at a little stopping 
place called Ray, where there are only 
a siding, a water tank and a coal shed, 
the train was stalled. Then engineer 
thought lie could run the engine back 
to Willistou and get aid. ami taking 
the conductor with nun, started on the 
trip. The lone engine was stuck in a 
drift in a cut a short distance out of 
the town and hud to be abandoned. 


This Ictt the train of eight coaches 


and about 250 passengers alone on the 
siding, with all communication cut oft'. 
They 
began the long siege, during 


which the cold had to he borne and 
hunger stilled. There was much suffer- 
ing. There was an incipient riot on the 
first day. 
The second-class passengers 


insisted that they must have as much

For countless age* the darkness of 


night has exercised terror on all sorts 
arid conditions of men, and iu conse- 
quence the moon has become surround- 
ed by untutored people with a degree 
of mystery that is 'sometimes merely 
laughable, sometimes ingeniously ab- 
surd, but In most cases the natural out- 
come of superstition aud Ignorance. 


There is probably no country in the 


world where souie kind of picture bus 
not been icade out of the visible mark- 
ings on the moon's surface. We have 
our own old man in the moon who 
made that famous journey to Norw icu, 
while in many parts of France it Is a 
hunter and his dog that folks bay they 
cun distinguish. 


In eastern Asia the marks In the 


moon are said to be a hare sitting on 
its hindquarters, while the Incas of 
South America maintain tiiat the dark 
patch \s the figure of a young lady who 
happened to bo walking in tbe moon- 
light and suddenly became enamored 
of the brightness and beauty of a star. 
She sprang forward to embrace tbe ob- 
ject of her affection, and the moon, 
taking advantage of her amorous leap, 
caught her up and has kept her ever 
since. 


Eclipses of the moon, being common- 


er than those of the sun, have always 
attracted more attention than «olar 
ohfuscations. 
In Peru an eclipse of 


the moon was always considered to he 
a sudden Illnf-ss of that star, and so 
when one occurred the Peruvians 
would start treating everything that 
was capable of making a noise and in 
particular flog all their dogs, the theory 
being that the rnoon, witnessing the 
sufferings of the creatures It loved, 
would revive herself to come to their 
help. 


The Khaslas of northeast India have 


a very remarkable superstition regard- 
Ing the nun and moon. They believe 
that the waning and Increasing moon 
represpnts the state of that planet's 
strength as she wrestles with the sun, 
which is her husband. 


The Increasing moon represents that 


Luna Is winning "hands down," the 
decrease that she Is losing, until at last 
the sun swallows his wife nud hplts 
her bead out Into the sky. The wife 
then has another chance, so to speak. 
and the quarrel goes on without cessa- 
tion. 


A popular superstition among the 


(Slavs was that the moon was condemn- 
ed to wander through space for Infi- 
delity In company with the morning 
star. The Dakota Indians fancied that 
the mouii us whc decieiihud was being 
slowly nibbled away by mice, the 
Polynesians that she was being de- 
•\ourefl by spirits of the dead. 


Still more extraordinary Is the supor- 


Blltlon held by the Hottentots tlmt the 
waning moon suffers from headache 
and always hides her face with her 
hands. 


The Eskimos maintain that the same 


period In tun moon's history merely he- 
tokens the fact that she is hungry and 
retiring to rest and eat previous to be- 
ginning another fast. As regards the 
markings on the moon the Eskimos 
have a most laughable theory. They 
nay that Anulnga, the moon, brother of 
the peerless aud incomparable Malnla. 
the sun, was pursuing his sister and In- 
deed had drawn so close to her tlmt 
she was almost within his grasp. 
whereupon the enraged lady turned 
around and blackened his face and 
clothes with her fingers, which she had 
smutted with the soot of au oil lamp. 


Other savages there are who main- 


tain that the marks aro the cinders re- 
sulting from the monthly destruction 
by (ire of the moon by the incendiary 
sun. 


The Chinese believe that when aa 


eclipse of the moon takes place she Is 
being vigorously attacked by a dragon. 
At the commencement of the lunar 
phenomenon they throw themselves 
prostrate and bang on gongs and 
drums to frighten tbe dragon away. In 
the mean wlille th» mandarins and ex- 
alted personages present shoot arrows 
at the moon, which reminds one of 
the story of a former king of Portugal. 
who. 
hearing that a comet was in 


sight hurried out to see It, scolded It 
vehemently 
and 
discharged pistol 


shots at the Inexplicable monstrosity. 


The Maoris believed that the moon 


was a great bole torn in the hea\cns 
through which could be fccen the warm 
fires that kept the eartli alive and the 
sun heated. When the moon was on 
the wane, they said that th« gods were 
butty mending the rent, and when tbe 
moon appeared again In her crescent 
shape they said that the tear bad burst 
once more. 


Among the untutored peasants of the 


remote parts of France many strange 
euperstitions are rife as regards tbe 
moon. Many aver that they can st-u 
Judas Ljcariot hanging from an elder 
branch, others that It )« Cain they «e« 
leaning on bU spade aud gazing at tbe 
murdered body of Abel, while HOUIU 
again nay that It is a pea«aut compel- 
led to freeze in tbe uioon with hit, bun- 
dle of faggots for attempting to wattle 
a fence on the Sabbath.

POS, a tribe of African sovases. bury a 
live goat w 
v.ltli many strange rite*. 


Xhls, th'ey say, has to be done to ap- 
ppase the moon, who orpectH a goat nt 
itated interval*. They firmly believe 
that tbe goat makes Its way through 
th* center of tbe earth and falls Inu, 
tb* moon, who U waiting to receive h. 
—London Answers. 


The lw««r««e* mt Children. 


Children are Insured lu tbts country 


with Industrial companies In the «ame 
manner as .adult members of the fami- 
ly. They are Insured as members of 
the family for the pvrpowc of providing 
In return for a weekly premium of ei- 
ther 5 to 10 cents for a respectable bur- 
lul at death ami for the expenses of tbe 
last illness. The average premium at 
which children are insured is C cents, 
while the average amount paid at 
death of children under 10 years of age 
is above $30. This amount is barely 
sufficient to meet the expenses of bur- 
ial In the large cities. 


The youngest age at which a child Is 


Insured Is 2 next birthday, and at this 
age lu return for a 5 cent premium the 
companies -will pay $8 if the child dies 
during the lirst three months of policy 
duration, .$10 If the child has b^en in- 
sured more than three but less than six 
months, $12 If the child has been Insur- 
ed more than six but less than nine 
months and $15 if the child has been 
insured more than nine but less than 
one year. At the age of 3 years the 
amount which is paid after a policy has 
been one year lu force is $17; at age 4, 
WO; at age 5. $24, Increasing gradually 
until age 10 is reached, when the 
amount payable at death In return for 
a 5 cent premium Is ?1UO. 
In other 


words, the amounts gradually increase, 
although the premiums remain the 
same.—Leslie's Weekly.

"All Devouring Oue" a great cliff near 
the Cascades., which for many years 
past has been steadily advancing upon 
the riser, with the evident intention 
of blotting out its bed and forming a 
huge lake above. This will 5ne\Itably 
happen. The mountain, which Is 2.000 
feet high and eight miles long, bus 
been proved to be moving forward aud 
downward at a rate of one to three 
feet a year. The railway track, which 
runs along its base has to be constantly 
altered. The reason of this ponderous 
landslide Is that the mountain rests on 
a layer of soft sandstone, which is 
steadily giving way. 


The village of Salnte Foy dc. Taren- 


talse, In eastern France, seems doomed 
to be ingulfed. The br.se of the hill 
on which it stands Is being oaten away 
by the rapid waters of the Isere. The 
houses, some of them, show cracks 
rivaling those of our Cheshire North- 
wich.

"I was working for myself two years

"Those were 
grand days. All gentlemen wore boots 
.then made out of the finest calfskin, 
with tops about 12 laches 
high. 


The Wellington boots were fashionable 
Just before my time, but I've made a. 
few pairs, mostly for foreign gentle- 
men, and they looked very elegant, out- 


; side of tight pantaloons. The top was 


generally morocco. It hugged the rait 
of the leg close and came to a point In 
front, finished with a small red or pur- 
ple tassel. But the boot that every- 
body wanted was n plain, fine grained 
calfskin, and it had to fit like a glove 
or It wouldn't do at all. 


"Do you see those lasts up on the 


shelf? Well, the men they were made 
for are dead now, the whole crowd. 
But I'll bet you there Isn't one ia the 
lot that hasn't been patched and til 
tered at least 40 times. That shows 
you how particular they were. Feet 
will change more from year to year 
than yon have any Idea of, and we hart 
to keep track of such changes so as to 
make tho boot set perfectly snug. In 
those days a gentleman, especially a 
young gentleman, who went Into so- 
ciety wouldn't have a boot that lie 
could wear without cursing for a first 
week or so. They wanted them tight, 
tight as wax, and every young buck 
had his collection of boot hooks and 
bootjacks to get 'em on and off. Those

were common birthday arc!

THE INDIGO PLANT. 


U«w «»• BeMtlfwl Dr* !• Obtained 


hr I»AlaMt Native*. 


Indigo, the most beautiful and expen- 


sive of all dye» io common use, has 
ever been closely related to India, as 
its name implies. 


From India the ancient Greeks and 


Romans drew supplies of the'bias'fly e,. 
and, although It was lost to Europe 
duriog the greater part of the middle 
ages, enormous quantities have been 
imported for commercial purposes, dur- 
ing the last 100 years. 


Indigo Is cultivated all over India, 


giving employment to millions of na- 
tives and thousands of foreigners. In 
three districts alone In Beh'clr, where 
some of the finest Indigo Is grown, Eu- 
ropean capital is invested to the ex- 
teut of no less than $25,000,Q(|04 Some 
370,000 acres are under Tcultivation. 
There are 700 Englishmen managing 
and working on the "concerns," as the 
factories and plantations are always 
called, and 1,500,000 natives. 


An Indigo concern may occupy any- 


TV here between 1,000 and 10,000 acres, 
each cultivated acre producing on an 
average about 15 to 20 pounds of indi- 
go. 


A DISH OF PGUFOISE. 


WHOLESOME

WHEN PROPERLY COOKED. 


The plant grows to a height of be- 


tween three and five feet. It is in .the 
leaves that the color yielding matti," 
chiefly resides, they being at their full- 
est at the time when the flower buds 
are about to bloom, but the leaf, of a 
yellowish green color, gives no indica- 
tion of containing anything which will 
yield a blue coloring matter. 


Toward the end of June, or as soon 


as the monsoon has set in, the crop is 
cut, and the work of manufacturing 
commences. The first manufacturing, 
called "morhum mahai," lasts general- 
ly to the middle of August. By this 
time the stems which have been cut 
have shot up again, and In September 
a second crop is taken from the same 


three crops arc 
plants. Sometimes 
taken in one season. 


In most concerns the simple, primi- 


tive processes of manufacture are still 
adhered to, for planters and old hands 
are strong believers In the original true 
blue and will have nothing to do with 
newfangled Ideas and chemical admix- 
tures. 


Every day the vats in which the 


plauts are steeped—the first process of 
manufacture—are cleaned out by coo 
lies The plant Is stacked upright to al- 
low air to escape and is kept in posl 
tlon by long pieces of bamboo. Then 
water IB run into the vat, which, how- 
ever, Is not quite filled, since the plant 
expands, exerting an enormous pres 
bure that might easily crack the vat's 
sides. 


The plant takes a long while to soak 


The leaves are not easily wetted. 


When the plants have been steeped 


for about ten hours the color yielding 
matter will have been extracted. The 
liquid Is now run off into lower or 
"beating" vats, and the extracted 
plant, or "feeet," is takeu out, to bo 
subsequently employed to fertilize new 
crops. 
The running liquid varies in 


color from bright orange to olive green. 
It Is necessary that it shall be kept In 
a state of violent agitation. 


The froth is at first blue, then \\ bite, 


and soon disappears. The llquid/<ai*ter 
passing through various color changed, 
turns from green to dark, rich indigo 
blue. 
The overseer, to test whether 


the beating process is sufficient, takes 
a little liquid and pours it on to a plate. 
If the grain, or "fecula," readily set- 
tles, leaving a clear fluid, the beaters 
jump from the vat or the wheel is stop* 
pcd. 


After beating the fecula Is allowed 


to settle for two or three hours, and

The huge carcase, often weighing 


from 200 to 400 pounds, is dressed by 
the fishermen and put into the tank 
and brought to the market, where It Is 
kept in the refrigerating tank until Fri- 
day morning, when It Is sold to Italians 
by auction. The successful bidder al- 
ways subdivides his fish. He keeps 
half for himself, and the rest is shared 
out among truck peddlers of Mulberry 
street, where tbe Italians congregate. 


Then there Is joy In Little Italy. The 


news Is spread all over the colony, wo- 
men going to their friends to tell tbe 
tidings. Very early in the morning a 
crowd gathers round the store of the 
padrone, who lias the! half porpoise dis- 
played in all its hugeness upon a slab 
of wood. Fins, head, tail and insides 
had been removed by the fishing folk, 
and there Is nothing save the solid 
meat and the great backbone. The col- 
or Is a deep red. except the belly streaks, 
which are lighter and are streaked with 
fat and resemble pork very closely In- 
deed. This is the meaning of the name, 
for porpoise Is a corruption of the old 
London Latin, porc-plsce. In Roman 
Latin this would have been porcus 
plscis. The men of the noith call these 
animals sea swine, and this Is preserv- 
ed In the French marsouin, which they 
undoubtedly learned from the Nor- 
mans. 


The Italian padrone begins business 


about 7 o'clock In the morning. His 
price Is 4 cents a pound for all quanti- 
ties, larfce or small. Ills scales are 
above his bead. Ills customers sur- 
round him In an anxious ring, each 
provided with wrapping paper, 
watchful and affectionate1 family take 
tbe money and bring from time to lime 
a freshly sharpened kulfo. 
The pa- 


drone first cuts off a chunk of about 40 
>ounds and then proceeds rapidly to 
subdivide it according to the wants of 
the buyers. Slice after slice of the deep 
flesh falls before his knife and passes 
nto the paper of the customers. The 
belly parts are put on one side; they 
are not for sale, having been ordered 
In advance by the restaurants Of the 
quarter. 


Italian cooking is so excellent, es- 


pecially as regards fish, that amateurs 
of good living constantly visit them 
undeterred by their appearance, which 
Is rather squalid, though some are 
neatness itself. Here tbe porpoise Is 
sold as horse mackerel for some reason 
or other not on the surface and is 
served with various sauces of the most 
palatable character. 


The women of the colony fry It 


usually In rancid olive oil, which some- 
what more than offsets any fishy flavor

then the xvater is run off. The grain is 
collected, 
passed 
through 
various 


strainers, whence it flows into a well 
and Is elevated by a steam injector to 
an iron tank. It Is now boiled to pre 
vent any further fermentation, and 
then the hot, concentrated stuff Is run 
through strainers on to a filter table. 


The resulting pulpy paste, not unlike 


coloicd whipped cream, is pressed and 
cut into small cakes, each stamped 
with the mark of the factory, the dote 
and the number of the days boiling. 
The cakes are put away to dry on bam- 
boo shelves, being carefully dusted and 
turned every few days until ready for 
packing.—Pearson's Magazine. 


"I always bnve confidence In people 


who save a little money out of their 
salaries," said a prominent western 
merchant, "and I do what I can to 
encourage habits of thrift. I employ 
about 75 clerks in niy establishment. 
to whom I pay weekly salaries ranging 
from flO to $40. 
Naturally enough 


more Of them get the former tliau the 
latter amount, but they are nouc the 
less worthy on that account. 


"In the beginning, A en I onrployod 


only two people, I lived protty close to 
them, and I knew how thriftless they 
could be "when they \\ore not encour- 
aged, to be otherwise. I have discharg 
ed more clerks for that sort of thing 
than for any other cause. They speni 
their salaries, large or small as might 
be. In a reckless fashion and let debt 
accumulate quite regardless of the 
rights of creditors. 


"As my business increased, and with 


it my profits and my force of people 
I begau to give the matter more study. 
and ia the end, when I felt able to be 
of material assistance in encouraging 
thrift and honesty, I proposed a yearlj 
recognition to those who would savi 
something out of their salaries. It was 
small at first, but was so successful 
that today I haven't a clerk who has 
not some kind of a bank account and 
not one who willfully refuses to pay 
h,is debts. When we get a now one 
who refuses to take advantage of the 
opportunities afforded, we let him go 
at the end of the first year. 


"My present plan is to double the 


savings of all clerks who receive ?10. 
$12 and $15 a week; to add 25 per cent 
to all who receive from $15 to ?25 and 
10 for those over $25. A clerk on $15 
a week or under cannot save much, 
but as a rule that class of clerks have 
no one to maintain but themselves. 
and if one cannot save more than $2v 
out of his year's labor It is rather 
pleasant for him to get $23 clear profit 
Those who receive the larger amounts 
usually have families, and their sav- 
ings are not large, but whatever they 
are they are comfortably increased. 


"One of my $1.200 a year clerks, with 


a wife and two small children, saved 
$400 last year, and my check for $100 
additional was deposited to his account 
the day after New Year's. 
A young 


woman In charge of a department ai 
$900 a year has almost paid for a nice 
little cottage In the suburbs out of her 
extra, and so the list runs on through 
every branch of the business. 1 make 
it a condition that all current obliga- 
tions must be met at the end of the 
year, so that the savings are actual net 
profit. 


"Every year some of the clerks are 


not entitled to any extra, but if this Is 
the result of sickness 1 assume a part 
or all of the doctor's bills. You may 
say It costs something for me to do 
this and I am under no obligation to 
do it, and you are right. 
But 1 have 


the best class of clerks In the city, and 
as a result I guess 1 don't lose enough 
by it to necessitate an assignment at 
an early date," and the merchant smil- 
ed with very evident satisfaction.— 
Washington Star.

Why tho Oy«tor Crop Falli. 


It is pointed out that partial failure 


of the oyster crop In certain years, the 
diminution in size of the oysters on the 
market and the extinction of many 
oyster beds that fortnerl> u ore famous 
have been duo to want of material for 
tho production of the oyster shell. The 
beds throughout tho oyster belt have 
steadily deteriorated In late years and 
In 
many cases become absolutely 


worthless in spite of the fact that food 
has been supplied artificially at great 
expense and trouble and wire fences 
have been used to protect the oysters 
from the starfish. 


For this trouble the defilement of 


the water by sewage and waste of va- 
rious manufacturing establishments 
have usually been blamed, sometimes 
justly, sometimes without cause. What 
the oyster must have or It will perish 
Is a full supply of carbonate of lime 
with which to build its shell. Near the 
mouths of rivers, where carbonate of 
lime in mechanical solution, as it Is ex- 
pressed, comes down from the hills and 
plains of the Interior in drainage, the 
oyster has all the material it needs for 
building its house, and at the same 
time the inflowing tide brings It ample 
food.—Boston Transcript

sion announces that

position will be constructed entirely 
of Colorado material.

will probably be a miniature repro-

The com- 
mission also offers a premium of $25 
for the best ten ears of corn braided 
together, an,d $25 for the best ten stalks 
of corn, with ears. Premiums for oth- 
er grains a,nd vegetables will be of- 
fered later, and the attention of far- 
mers will b<* called to the matter earl> 
in order tha.t they may cultivate some 
grounds especially with a view of com- 
peting for prizes. Every county in the 
state will bo represented in the big 
exhibit.

Charles Dickens had what the oklj 


womau scornfully said she "thanked 
God she hndn't-TUervos." They help- 
ol to make him the people's uovelij-t. 
S&y8 his daughter: 


"After the morning's close work he 


was sometimes quite preoccupied when 
be came in to luncheon. Often when 
we were ouly our home party at Gad's 
Hill he would come iu, take something 
to eat in a mechanical way and return 
to his study to finish the work he had 
left, scarcely having spoken a word. 


"Our talking at these times did not 


seem to disturb him. although any sud- 
den sound, as the dropping of u spoon 
or the clinking of a glass, would send a 
spasm of paiu across his face." 


In 1805 he was so shaken up by a 


railroad accldeut that always after- 
ward he suffered »u intense dread 
whenever he found himself iu any kiud 
of conveyance.

"The accident had left its impression 


upon the memory, aud it was destined 
never to be effaced. The hours spent 
upon railroads were thereafter hours 
of pain to him. I realized this often 
when traveling with him, aad no 
amount of assurance could dispel the 
feeling." 


A HiiunU-a Ai»i>lc Tree. 


"It is probable that to the town 


of 
Douglass, 
Mass., alone 
belongs 


the reputation of having a haunted 
apple tree." writes Samuel S. Kir.g- 
don, in The Ladies' Home Journal. 
"The tradition of the town is that a 
foul murder was committed in the 
orchard many years ago. and that since 
then it has been haunted by the spirit 
of the victim.

So potent was its in- 
fluence-—standing, as it had n habit of 
doing, under the apple tree, with one 
hand at its throat and the other ex- 
tended 'as though seeking aid, and 
uttering shrill cries that could be heard 
half a mile away--that the location of 
the highway was ••hanged and it is 
uow a long distance from the orchard. 


"The old trees still bear fruit, aud 


the apples from the one beneath which 
the peddler was killed are said to be 
streaked with red, resembling blood, 
the streaks extending from skin to 
core."

and one of Ihe men rowed oft' to haul 
the catch, while the schooner continued 
her course on the lookout for another. 


There were eight of u* on board, in-

•xcept myself all "down east" fisher- 
men who had hunted the swordtihh for 
many seasons. The hold of our schoon- 
er was lilled with ice, and we had 
lilted with pro\ isioiis enough to stay 
nut a month if necessary in order to 
get a good load of lish.

Then there is the striker, who stands 
on a small Maud at the head of the 
bowsprit to iron the lish when it conies 
w i t h i n reach. For this purpose he has 
a long pole with an Iron pike on the 
cud of it. To the end of the pike is at- 
tached a dart which In turn Is fasten- 
ed lo a rope known as the warp.

\\arp. containing about UK) fathoms, is 
coiled up ou the dock with its farther 
cud made fast to a band buoy.

through him. leaving it buttoned on the 
other side M hen Ihe pole Ih drawn out.

for bottom, and it is the work of the 
warp lender, who Is commonly the 
cook, to pay off the warp carefully and 
throw merboard the barrel buoy when 
it is all gone. Then a dofyman rown

his lish until he has tired him enough 
to pull him alongside of the dory, when 
he lances him in the :;ills. catches his

Flah In CnptZvlty. 


Fish new in captivity in aquariums 


are moiv likely to be attacked by fun- 
gus than the old ones, which have, be- 
come in a way acclimated or accus- 
tomed to the water in the tanks. Tld 
may be of different characteristics than 
that which they inhabited in nature. 
If salt, for instance, it may be less 
salty, nnd it is Impossible to provide 
water of the exact temperature of that 
inhabited by the tish. The water in the 
tank Is kept at a temperature approxi- 
mating that of the fish's native waters, 
but In nature the fish could come to 
•warmer water near the surface and 
cooler water In the depths, conditions 
that it is Impossible to reproduce In 
small tanks. 
In many cases It 
fa 


practically impossible to supply the fish 
with just the food to which they have 
been accustomed. 


But the hardier ones get used to the 


water and used to the food and pull 
through all right and come to be chip- 
per and hearty and to wijoy life as 
much as fish in captivity can enjoy It. 
They become so tamo that they take 
food from the hand.—New York Sun. 


The Aecompn u Int. 


The old time theory that any pianist 


could be an accompanist is quite ex- 
ploded, and now the art of accompa- 
nying Is studied as a "postgraduate" 
branch. After the requisite piano train- 
ing the pupil is required to learn the 
instrumental parts of oratorios, operas 
and songs, to be played afterward with 
the teacher as soloist. 
The teacher 


sings in an oxtrcmejy "ad libitum" 
manner, that the student may learn to 
accommodate her accompaniment to 
individual interpretations. Then comes 
the test of playing an accompaniment 
at sight, which naturally is the most 
ditticult part, but an essential one. 


The good accompanist sinks her own 


individuality completely nnd almost 
breathes with the singer Sn her abso- 
lute sympathy. 
A solo player rarely 


accompanies well because he is more 
Interested In the piano work than In 
the vocal and cannot subordinate the 
nccompnniment to the song. Ensemble 
playing Is excellent preparation for ac- 
companying, as tho players are com- 
pelled to view their work ns only a part 
of the whole if they would have the 
performance properly balanced.—Nev.- 
York Tribune.

are regarded ns the two most impo.r- 
tunt persons in swordtishlng. 
They 


are the battery upon whom everything 
else depends. 
The work of the dory- 


man is the most novel and exciting, 
however. A respectable swordlish runs 
between 10 and 
15 feet iu length, 


weighing anywhere from UK.) to tfcio 
pounds, and it often takes several 
hours to tire him out. while there is al- 
ways a chance that he may come up 
under your dory and smash a- hole 
through the bottom with bis sword or 
that you may be lost by the schooner 
In the thick weather.—Boston Cor.

BOSTON & MAINE WORK. 


Extensive Plans for the Coming Sea- 


son's improvements. 


As is usual each spring, the Boston 


feMaine railroad has extensive plans 
for the corning season. The company 
has 
purchased 15,000 tons or rails, 


about equally divided between 75 and 
85-pound sections, which will be laid 
this year. In addition the company 
will lay about 4,000 tons of rails or- 
dered last year, but received too late 
for use then. In all, therefore, about 
19,000 tons of new rails will be put 
down this year. This calls for some- 
thing like 50,000 joints, exclusive of 
10,000 joints for relay rails; 2,000,000 
pounds of spikes; 375,000 tie plates; 
1,500.000 
eight-foot 
cross-ties, 
and 


about 3,000,000 feet of switch timbers. 


Nine new freight locomotives have 


been received on the company's order 
for 24 freight and nine passenger loco- 
motives. The balance will be delivered 
during the next few months. Several 
hundred freight cars have been pur- 
chased and built. 


At East Cambridge the largest en- 


gine house on the system is now being 
built. It will have a capacity of 50 lo- 
comotives and the plant will include a 
car shop, a steam-heating plant, a gas 
plant, etc. At Worcester a new engine 
house with a capacity of 35 locomo- 
tives is nearly completed.
